Mop-up of Watergate could take years

WASHINGTON (UP1) - The final 
mop-up of the Watergate tide now 
falls to Special Prosecutor Leon Ja- 
worski and the courts —a job that will 
take months and maybe years to fin­ 
ish. 
With Richard Nixon's departure as 
president, the role of Congress to es­ 
tablish his guilt or innocence through 
impeachment is over with few on Capi­ 
tol Hill showing any stomach to go 
through with the ordeal now that Nixon 
is gone. 
“ It is no longer up to Congress to 


pursue the m atter of Watergate or Mr. 
Nixon's 
involvement 
in 
it„” 
House 
Democratic Leader Thomas P. O’Neill 
saal after President Ford took office. 
“ It is up to the courts to pursue the 
m atter if they want to.” 
The New York Daily News reported 
Saturday that the Watergate grand 
jury has put Jaworski “on notice ’ that 
Nixon must not go unpunished and 
may decide within days to indict him. 
This was denied immediately and em­ 
phatically. 
“The story is totally false," said a 
Jaworski spokesman. “There has been 


no meeting of the grand jury. There 
has been no contact between our office 
and the grand jury.” 
Any indictment wculd by law have to 
be signed by Jaworski. 
According to the Daily News, which 
quoted an unnamed source, the grand 
jurors think Nixon now is “much more 
indictable” than last March when they 
named 
him 
an 
unindicted 
co-con­ 
spirator in the cover-up plot. It cited 
Nixon’s release of three 
previously 
suppressed tape transcripts last Mon­ 
day showing he sought to block the 
FBI investigation of Watergate imme­ 


diately after the June 17, 1972 break-in. 
The grand jury, however, has not 
heard those tapes and there is no indi­ 
cation when —or if — they will. They 
were subpoenaed for use as evidence 
at the cover-up trial of six former key 
Nixon aides due to ‘■tart next month, 
not for the grand jury investigation. 
Of the 55 tapes Nixon handed over to 
U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica in 
the last two weeks under term s of a 
unanimous Supreme Court order, Si­ 
rica thus far has forwarded only five 
to Jaworski. More are expected to go 
to him Monday. 


The Jaworski 
spokesman 
stressed 
that any decision on whether to indict 
the ex-President “is not imminent.” Ja ­ 
worski, his vacation interrupted by the 
week’s dramatic events, has returned 
to his Circle J ranch near Austin, Tex. 
Two major trials are pending, three 
grand juries are still working and fur­ 
ther indictments are expected in the 
weeks ahead. Appeals could stretch 
Watergate well into 1976 or beyond. 
Meanwhile, there were indications 
that the cover-up trial, due to start 
Sept. 9, may be delayed. Defendant 
John D. Ehrlichman asked for a post­ 


ponement of at least two months so 
“ inflamed passions” could cool. Law­ 
yers for his codefendants, including 
H.R. Haldeman were expected to make 
sim ilar pleas. 
It was considered possible Jaworski 
would not object to a brief delay while 
he studies the new tapes and that Si­ 
rica might agree so long as it is not 
longer than 30 days. The jury will be 
sequestered and federal judges try not 
to keep juries locked up over the 
Christmas holidays. 
The cover-up trial is expected to last 
as long as three months.

Moving 
swiftly to take charge, President Ford 
spent a long first full day in office Sat­ 
urday reviewing the nation’s foreign 
and domestic affairs with the Cabinet 
and National Security Council. 
In actions aimed 
at 
making 
the 
transition 
from 
the 
Nixon 
admin­ 
istration to the Ford administration 
smooth and sure-footed, the new Presi­ 
dent called on Cabinet members to 
stand with him for the time being and 
received their unanimous agreement to 
do so. 
Ford also called on national political 
leaders of bpth parties to help in the 
selection ot h nominee for the vacant 
vice presidency, a nomination he hopes 
to submit to Congress in a week to 10 
days. 
A commuter to the White House for the 
several days it will take his family to 
pack and move, Ford was driven back 
across the Potomac River to his Ale­ 
xandria, Va.. home in early evening. 
After Ford’s review cf the world si­ 
tuation with his foreign affairs experts, 
his new press secretary —Jerry ter­ 
rors! — announced there wculd be *o 
presidential trips away from Washing­ 
ton for now. 
“The most pressing problems t h a t 
->eed to be solved are right b re in the 
White House and in Washington,” ter* 
Horst told reporters. 
The new President began his first 
full day in office by rising early, fixing 
breakfast for himself and one of his 
sons, taking a short swim and then 


being driven to the office — almost 
like any other commuter. 
He had opened the front door of his 
Alexandria, Va.. home shortly before 6 
a.m. EDT, clad in baby-blue short pa­ 
jamas, and look startled to see an ar­ 
ray 
of

cameramen 
watching from across the street. Later 
he bantered with them briefly when he 
came cut to look for his newspaper. 
Ford spent the day in the White 
House and the Executive office build­ 
ing. He returned to Alexandria at 6:10 
p.m. EDT for “a private evening” at 
his home, where the family entertained 
a few r’nse friends at dinner Friday. 
The Fords are not expected to move 
to the White House family quarters be­ 
fore late next week. They have decided 
not to sell their home on a quiet resi­ 
dential street of middle class homes 
because the four children don't wart to 
let it go.

President Nixon’s pattern of holding 
White House worship services, terHorst 
said Ford and his family would attend 
church this morning at the Episcopal 
Immanuel Church-on-the-Hill in Ale­ 
xandria. 
He expects to spend the rest of 
today working in the Oval Office, and 
hopes for another private evening at 
home tonight. 


TerHorst said that Ford has asked 
the bipartisan 
congressional

ship, the nation’s Republican gover­ 
nors, the cabinet, and his staff and 
iriends to submit recommendations by 
Wednesday for the vice presidency, 
and disclosed that the President plans 
to announce a nomination within a 
week to 10 days.

The press aide said that in asking 
the cabinet to stay on, the President 
told them “I believe that is what the 
country wants.”

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Owen Bra­ 
dy, coordinator of the city music de­ 
partment and an organivt with the Los 
ngeles Philharmonic Orchestra, was 
found dying in his wrecked and bur­ 
ning automobile Saturday, his body 
riddled with bullets. 
The mild-mannered, 5!-year-old Bra­ 
dy was pronounced dead at 2:25 a.m. 
after police pulled his body from the 
cor. 
Officers at first thought he had area 
of injuries and burns after the vehicle 
smashed into the wall of a school 
building in an area where the Ingle­ 
wood district borders central Los Ang­ 
eles. 
Further examination showed a num­ 
ber of gunshot wounds in the body 
A homicide officer said it appeared

the street.

State police. FBI agents and local 
authorities searched a heavily wooded 
area 15 miles west of here for Richard 
F. McCoy, 31, and three other convicts. 
McCoy was convicted of hijacking a 
United Airlines jetliner April 7, 1972, 
obtaining a $500,090 ransom and then 
parachuting at night near Provo, Utah. 
The three others, all convicted of 
armed robbery, were identified by no­ 
lice a- Joseph Havel, 60. Philadelpma, 
serving 10 years; Larry L. ftagley, 36, 
of Iowa, serving 20 years, and Melvin 
D. Walker, 35, Morley, Mo., serving a 
total of 55 years for four bank holdups 
and one escape. 


State police said the convicts had at 
least one gun and some knives. 
“They don’t have much to lose,” a 
state police spokesman said. An FBI 
spokesman said the terrain was some 
of the mo.'t nigged in the state. 
Authorities used two state police heli­ 
copters, about 30 state troopers, FBI 
agents, and other law officer'- in the 
search. 
The FBI said the convicts showed a 
gun to a prison guard at the first of 
two back gates to the maximum secur­ 
ity prison. The guard opened the gate, 
the FBI said, and the inmates then 
cra-hed the truck through a second 
gate to freedom. 


\bout 15 miles west, in the small 
community of Forest Hills, the con­ 
vict*- accosted a man and two women 
and stole the man’s cur, the FBI said. 
The man and two women, who were 
not identified, were left bound but un­ 
harmed. 


McCoy, 
serving 
a 
45-year 
prison 
term for air piracy, attempted to es- 
cace in Denver before being trans­ 
ferred here. He was captured shortly 
after that escape attempt. 
A one-time Mormon Sunday School 
teacher, McCoy hijacked the United 
flight and diverted it to San Francisco 
where he picked up the $500,000 ran­ 
som. He then ordered the plane to fly 
over Utah and bailed out near hi> 
home town of Provo about midnight. 


When dawn came, authorities could 
find no trace of him. It was later de­ 
termined he had gene home and the 
next 
morning 
attended 
a 
National 
Guard meeting. He had been a Green 
Beret in the U.S. Army. 
His sister-in-law, after learning of 
the hijacking, tipped the 
FBI 
that 
McCoy had arked her to participate in 
a hijacking. The FBI checked McCoy 
out and arrested him. The ransom was 
found in his basement.

Wise consumer can save up to 
% 
Prescription drug prices vary

It now pays for the California con­ 
sumer to shop for prescription drugs in 
the same way tha* he shops for bai 
gains in vegetables and meats. 
Since Jan. 1 of this year, when Sec­ 
tion 4333 of the Business and Proles- 
sions Code took effect, California phar­ 
macies have been required to post a 
notice of the prices of the 100 most 
frequently used prescription drugs. 
A random survey of valley phar* 
macies, relying on the public notice oi 
prices posted in each one, indk ate» 
that a shopper can save 4d per c*-nt or 
more o t certain prescription items by 
seeking out bargains. 


As an example, the price of Aldomet, 
a drug prescribed for people with high 
blood pressure, is $2.60 for 25 tablet-» at 
one pharmacy and $5 at another. Aldo­ 
met, a brand-name drug does not vary 
in quality from one pharmacy to ano­ 
ther. 
(.id Searle, the pharmacist at Clare­ 
mont Pharmacy, 202 5 ale Ave., Clare­ 
mont, admits that large chain stores 
can sell prescription items at lower 
prices than he does, but he points out 
that he offers his patrons a number of 
services not usually offered by large 
chain pharmacies. 
Searle keeps a medication record for 
each of his regular customers, he ot­ 
ters charge accounts to his patrons, his 


pharmacy delivers drugs to the homes 
of customers who want home delivery, 
and he will give emergency service to 
his customers at any time of day or 
night. 
In fact, Searle oftxrs all eight of the 
services listed along with the prices of 
drugs on the public notice required by 
Section 4333. 
Searle makes a point of remember­ 
ing 
his 
customers, 
and 
he 
is 
on 
friendly terms witft many of them. 
These considerations, he asserts, more 
than offset the lower prices which 
people may get if they take the trouble 
to drive to a large chain store. 
The differences in prices of some 
drugs, Searle points out, result from 


differences in the qualities of these 
drugs. Generic drugs—drugs sold un- 
d e r 
a 
v a r i e t y 
of 
b r a n d 
nam es—sometimes 
vary 
in 
quality 
from one brand name to another. Thy­ 
roid extract, for example, is produced 
by several pharmaceutical companies, 
and some pharamacists prefer one 
brand to another. 
Differences 
in 
quality of 
generic 
drugs account for only part of the dis­ 
crepancies in prescription drug prices, 
though. Other factors influencing the 
prices of drugs are the size of a 
pharmacy and the number of prescrip­ 
tions it fills in a day ami the number 
of services which a pharmacy offers 
its customers. Major chain stores tan 


purchase drugs from pharmaceutical 
companies in larget amounts and at a 
lower price per item (han individually 
owned, neighborhood pharmacies, as a 
general rule. 
Although the small pharmacy, which 
may be owned by the pharmacist who 
manages it, often cannot compete in 
the pricing of many drugs, it often 
gives its customers services which the 
larger drugstores do not. The same 
public nonce which lists the prices of 
prescription drugs tells the consumer 
what 
services 
are 
offered 
by 
the 
pharmac y in which it appears. 
There are eight services enumerated 
by the notice. These services are: 
keeping a personal medication record 


(the customer's history of prescriptions 
at that pharmacy), proies-aonal con­ 
sultation 
with 
patient 
«nd 
doctor, 
emergency prescription service, com­ 
pounded prescription service (the mak­ 
ing of compounds by the pharmacist on 
the premises), health service informa* 
tion, charge account service, prescript 
tion delivery, and Medi-Cal prescrip­ 
tion service. 
Of ihese services, the peisonal medi-, 
cation record, the emergency prescrip­ 
tion service, the prescription delivery 
and the Medi-Cal prescription service 
probably are the most important. Since, 
each of these services represents an 
additional effort by the pharmacist,

NEW YORK (UP!) - More 
people have been bitten this 
year by the canoeing bug, 
and this segment of recre­ 
ational boating is growing at 
a tremendous pace.

T e x a s is another state 
which caters to canoeists, and 
one of the finest trails there 
is a 17 mile stretch of the 
Colorado River from Bend to

says the magazine Texas Ri­ 
vers and Rapids. 
The growth in popularity of 
the canoe has prompted man­ 
ufacturers to offer scores of 
accessories to make life as 
pleasant as possible for the 
paddler.

2oceanographers say European fuel crisis coming to a halt

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CORVALLIS, Ore. (UPI) - 
If you think winters are get­ 
ting harder and longer you 
m ay be right. 
Two Oregon State Univers­ 
ity oceanography 
scientists, 
after a three-year study of 
drillings through the ocean 
floor, say we may be entering 
another “ little ice age.” 
“ Since 1940 the average air 
temperat.ure in the northern 
hem isphere has fallen about 
1.3 degrees fahrenheit,” said 
Dr. Ross Health, who with 
Dr. Ted Moore is making the 
s t u d y . 
“ But 
it’s 
enough 
change to make very bitter 
w inters.” 
Heath said that the little ice 
ages seem 
to occur every 
300-400 years. The last little 
ice age peaked in the 10th 
Century and did much dam ­ 
age in Eurooe. Scandinavia 
and Greenland, he said. 
Settlements 
in 
Greenland 
during the 12th Century, when 
the last little ice age began, 
were wiped out, he said. In 
Europe there were failures of 
wheat and grape crops and 
advancing 
glaciers 
wiped 
away villages in the Alps. 
After 
the 
16th 
Century, 
Heath said the tem peratures 
‘gradually warmed, apparent­ 
ly hitting a peak about 1940. 
The last full ice age was 
.11,000-12,000 years ago, with 
t h e s e seemingly recurring 
about every 100.000 years, ac­ 
cording to data gathered from 
the cores from deep beneath 
the ocean. Heath said. Inter- 
m ediate-strength ice ages ap­ 
pear to be in cycles ot 2,500 
years, and the little ice ages 
coming at the more frequent 
intervals. 
“ Maybe it is easier to un­ 
derstand if you 
recall the 
poem 
that 
goes 
something 
lilte —fleas have fleas, and 
those fleas have little fleas,” 
Moore said. “ AH those cli­ 
m ate 
changes 
are 
super­ 
imposed on each other.” 
The two scientists obtain 
their information by exam ­ 
ining the ocean drillings that 
reach down to 80 feet. 
“The ice ages aftect plant- 
and 
anim als,” 
Heath 
said. 
“ When they die, sink to the 
ocean floor and form 
sedi­ 
ment they can be studied. It’s 
like a little history book.” 
The core samples are taken 
off the southern Oregon coast 
about 100 miles at sea, off 
Santa 
Barbara, 
Calif., 
and 
aome off the coast of South 
America. Other schools using 
f u n d s 
from 
the 
National 
Science Foundatior are exam ­ 
ining the floor of the Atlantic 
Ocean. 
Heath said the most noti­ 
ceable result of a little, ice 
age on North America would 
be harder winters. A full ice

One hundred miles to the

Some areas of the Sahel 
had an increase in rain in re­ 
cent weeks and if it contin­ 
ues. officials say, there will 
be some relief.

Oceanic and Atmospheric Ad­ 
ministration (NOAA) recently 
toured the drought area, said, 
“ It's going to take a substan­ 
tial amount of rainfall over a 
number of years to correct,

soon. Samba Ba said he. his 
wife, five children and three 
elderly relatives will have to 
abandon the three thatch huts 
where he has lived all his 
life. He is a peanut farmer, 
but hasn’t had enough rain to 
grow a crop in three years. 
Samba Ba’s settlement of 
Kir Peulh is on the southern 
fringe of the drought area. He 
has not suffered the severity 
of the sun-bleached regions 
farther north and east in the 
stricken belt below the Sa­ 
hara Desert known as the Sa­ 
hel, 
which 
stretches 
2,600 
miles in a narrow band up to 
several hundred miles wide 
a c r o s s parts of Senegal. 
Mauritania, Mali, Upper Vol­ 
ta, Niger and Chad. 
Nevertheless, the land on 
which Samba Ba once grew 
peanuts and the forage grass, 
millet, is virtually bare of ve­ 
getation 
except 
for 
some 
trees and shrubs that some­ 
how have withstood the ra­ 
vages of drought. 
Com, purchased at a near­ 
by village from the proceeds 
of selling an occasional goat. 
Is the main source of nourish­ 
ment for his family. Their 
water comes from a well a 
half-mile away. 
There is no reliable way to 
estimate how 
many 
people 
have been affected by the fa­ 
mine resulting from the com­ 
bination of drought and man’s 
misuse of the fragile land be­ 
tween the Sahara to the north 
and the wetter lands to the 
south. 
But Francis Dale. U.S. rep­

people are believed to have 
died, and the lives of another 
3 million of the 24 million in 
the region may be endan­ 
gered. 
The weather research pro­ 
ject 
known 
as 
GATE, 
or 
GARP (Global 
Atmospheric 
Research Program) Atlantic 
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Tropical Experiment, is spon­ 
sored by the World Meteorolo­ 
gical Organization, a specia­ 
lized U.N. agency, and the In- 
tjnational Council of Scientific 
U n i o n s . Scientists, ships, 
planes, buoys and satellites 
from 66 nations are involved. 
Its goal is to gather enough 
data across one-third of the 
e a r t h ’ s tropics to enable 
scientists to close a major 
gap in their understanding of 
the role the tropics play in 
shaping global weather pat­ 
terns. It is only a coincidence 
that the study is being con­ 
ducted during a dry’ period. 
Additional 
research 
is 
planned in other areas of the 
world within the 
next few 
years. 
“It's our hope that when we 
put 
together 
these 
various 
pieces of information that they 
will add up to a significant in­ 
crease in our ability to fore­ 
cast the weather, a signifi­ 
cant increase in our unders­ 
tanding of the climate and the 
ability then, perhaps, to give 
somebody some advance no­ 
tice of the kind of thing that 
is happenirg up here,” said 
NOAA’s White. 
The tropics are important 
because half the total sunshine 
that strikes the earth hits the 
equatorial region, much of it in 
the ocean. 
The area is the only part of 
the globe that receives more 
solar heat than it radiates 
into space, yet the h^at ra­ 
diating from 
earth 
is 
sur­ 
prisingly uniform around tbs 
globe. This means heat from 
the tropics is transferred to 
the polar region*, which re­ 
ceive far less sunshine. 
Sea currents carry about a 
third of the oceans’ heat to 
the higher latitudes, and the 
remainder goes into the air 
with evaporation from the sea 
surface. The humid air moves 
to higher, cooler altitudes and 
then releases its heat by con­ 
densing into clouds. 
These 
clouds 
often 
grow 
into long bands or rincts of 
Clouds, which sometimes form 
huge clusters of clouds that 
release their energy explo­ 
sively 
into 
the 
upper 
air 
winds. 
The meteorologists are pay­ 
ing most attention this sum­ 
mer to the short-lived cloud 
clusters because they are sus­ 
pected of having a major fun­ 
ction in earth’s global weath­ 
er patterns. There appears to 
be a direct link between the 
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clusters and “waves” of at­ 
mospheric pressure that move 
easterly across the Atlantic 
and sometimes develop into 
tropical storms. 
To monitor these tropical 
weather 
developments, 
the 
project is using 40 ships. 13 
p l a n e s , dozens of instru­ 
mented buoys, several satel­ 
lites and 1.000 land stations to 
measure weather conditons in 
a broad band of the tropics 
from the eastern Pacific acr­ 
oss Latin America, the Atlan­ 
tic and Africa to the western 
Indian Ocean. 


To measure 
the 
smallest 
weather 
systems, 14 
ships 
from the Soviet Union, the 
United 
States, 
Canada 
and 
W e s t 
Germany 
are 
con­ 
centrated in an area about 1,- 
200 miles west of Dakar. They 
are controlled by a special 
operations center at the Da­ 
kar airport manned by scient­ 
ists and U.S. Coast Guard and 
Russian radio operators work­ 
ing side by side. 


One phenomenon monitored 
by 
the 
far-flung array 
of 
weather stations is a swath of 
cloudiness parallel to, but a 
few 
degrees 
north 
of 
the 
equator across the Atlantic. 
This is called the intertropical 
convergence 
zone. 
where 
northeast 
tradewinds 
meet 
the southeast tradewinds. 
Kuettner, the GATE project 
director, said this /one ap­ 
pears to be related to the Sa­ 
helian 
drought. 
The 
zone, 
which moves 
north 
in 
the 
summer a few degrees and 


south in the winter, has been 
too far south for the past four 
or five years, he said. 
Summer is supposed to be 
the rainy season for the Sa­ 
hel. with rain-bearing south­ 
westerly winds blowing from 
the tropical Atlantic. Kuettner 
said a displacement of the 
zone by only one degree can 
be catastrophic to the serni-

Oil pumping | 


too expensive 


to recover all 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - 
Oilman calculate they’ve dis­ 
covered 434 billion barrels of 
oil in the United States since 
they started drilling a century 
or more ago. 


But by pumping out what 
t h ey ’ v e found, they feel 
they'll be able to recover only 
about 
136 
billion 
barrels. 
There’s more oil—lots more 
—but they can't get it all out. 


"Rising 
crude 
oil 
prices 
have increased the potential 
for supplemental recovery," 
says Sam M. Paine, general 
manager for production 
od 
Shell’s southern 
exploration 
and production region. 
“ This means water flood­ 
ing. thermal stimulation or 
steam injection, liquefied gas 
floods — these have all im­ 
proved recovery. 
"But 65 per cent of all the 
oil that has been discovered 
remains in the ground even 
after these techniques are ap­ 
plied. 
“ So the industry has made 
extensive investigations into 
methods to provide wavs of 
producing more oil by other 
methods. 
“ The increased amount we 
anticipate will be recovered is 
large in absolute terms —15 
to 25 billion barrels, repre­ 
senting a 12 to 20 per cent in­ 
crease in 
the 
ultimate oil 
recovered," he says. 
Tom F. Hart, who works 
with Paine, is the general 
manager for exploration for 
Shell’s southern remcn. Hart, 
too, is hopeful about industry 
moves toward secondary re­ 
covery — the milking of ol­ 
der, established fields. 
“ It’s 
expensive, 
but 
you 
don’t have to find it —it’s 
there already,” Hart says. 
"Most of the potential oil 
structures in the Gulf of Me­ 
xico off Louisiana and Texas 
have been identified. Some of 
the

"Most of the oil and ga« 
structures off cLouisiana and

Family has responsibility 
for restoring old mansion

A little plaster, paint, hard work and 
lots of love is the way a Montclair 
family is restoring the old San Dimas 
mansion at 101 E. Foothill Blvd. 
The house built in the early 1920s has 
been ravaged by vandals this past year 
who all but destroyed the interior of 
the structure. 
A news story describing the destruc­ 
tion and the (act that the San Dimas 
City 
Council 
was 
considering 
con­ 
demning the structure because it was a 
public nuisance, sent Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Lamoureux ol Montclair into 
action. 
“ It’s the kind ot house we have al­ 
ways wanted to live in,” Lamoureux 
said. He explained how he and his 
wife. Pat. and four children, visited 
the mansion the day the story appear­ 
ed. 
The family decided on the spot that 
‘hov wanted to have a part in the res- 
to. ation of the old house and also wan­ 
ted to live there. 
The family has since entered into an 
agreement with the owners, Apartment 
Management Associates, Inc. of Los 
Angeles. Mr. and Mrs. Lamoureux will 
restore the property at their own ex­ 
pense and in return will have a long­ 
tim e lease to live in the house. 
The Lamoureux family was one ot 
several families who offered to restore 
the property in exchange for the oppor­ 
tunity to live there, according to Linda 
Lawar, a representative oi the owners. 
Lamoureux said he and his wife 
v ere 
shocked when 
they 
saw 
the 
beautiful old house for the first time 
and that vandals could have done so 
much damage. The floors of the house 
on both stories were covered with glass 
from the 45 windows in the house along 
with other debris. 
“ We have hauled away 7K tons of 
trash from the property, each of us 


working every day at the property,” 
Lamoureux said. 
Lamoureux is a steam engineer for 
Beverly Hospital 
in 
Montebello. 
An 
energetic man, he is also completing 
his education attending Cal State L.A. 
w'here he will get his degree in a few 
months in an environmental specialty. 
“ I had noped to graduate in Decem­ 
ber but now because of all the extra 
hours spent working on the house, 1 
mav have to delay graduation until 
next June,” Lamoureux said. 
But he feels the sacrifice is worth it. 
“ You 
can't 
replace 
the 
beautiful 
feeling we all share having a part in 
restoring this house,” he said. 
He and his wife have been pleased 
with the response of the community 
and efforts by individuals to help re­ 
pair the house. Many young people in 
the area of the house helped clean up 
the yards and the hard work of clean­ 
ing debris from the interior of the 
stnicttire. 
La Verne’s chief of Police Jack Ba­ 
ker has been very helpful in assisting 
the family in obtaining the red tile to 
replace tiles vandals tore off the roof 
in places. David Carls of Pomona, a 
close friend of the family, is donating 
nis time to design and replace all of 
the leaded and stained glass windows 
and doors in the house. 
Lamoureux said people have res­ 
ponded from all over the valley and 
have offered lumber, paint and their 
tim e to help restore the house. 
A 24-hour guard is on the property at 
all times but the family hopes to move 
in to the house as soon as they car get 
the water turned on. A legal dispute 
over easements has caused a problem 
with getting water service to the prop­ 
erty. Lamoureux said he is hoping that 
one of the residents on the east side 
of San Dimas Avenue will grant an 
easem ent on their property' to permit 
the w ater line to be connected. 


Meanwhile the family 
is working 
daily to try to bring the house back to 
its original beauty. 
Lamoureux sat recently with his chil­ 
dren on the front porch of the house 
and talked about his plans for the fu­ 
ture there. He wants a horse tor the 
voungsters, to plant a garden and 
grass under the 100-year-oid oak trees 
in the front yard. 
He’s hoping that with all the dona­ 
tions of time and material from people 
in the community, he can keep the 
costs down to a $5,000 amount. He 
wants the community to share in the 
restoration of the house and plans a 
party and open house when it is com­ 
pleted.

Road under repair 


Opinion 
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A matter of life 
and speed limits 


T here are few sim ple choices in this complex 
technological world. Often the question ol what will 
bring the greatest good to the greatest num ber 
comes down to trying to decide what will cause the 
least harm to the least num ber. 
Congress, for exam ple, is considering m aking per­ 
m anent the em ergency 55-mile-per-hour speed limit 
on highways. A flood of data shows that not onl> 
has it saved fuel hut it has brought about a signifi­ 
cant reduction in deaths and injuries from traffic 
accidents. 
Obviously, a lowering of the limit to 45 o r 35 would 
save even m ore resources, both m aterial and hu­ 
m an. The ideal situation would be no traffic deaths 
a t all. But long before we achieved that goal, which 
would require the banning of m otor vehicles entire­ 
ly, we would reach a point w here the benefits would 
begin to be offset by other undesirable effects, such 
as the serious disruption of the economy. 
Another exam ple is the current controversy over 
polyvinyl chloride — PVC — a chem ical used in an 
extrem ely wide variety of m odern products, from 
food packaging to autom obile parts to plastic heart 
valves to phonograph records. 
Last January it was discovered that angioscar- 
com a, a ra re form of liver cancer, had been the 
cause of death among some 19 w orkers in the 
United States and Europe involved in processing 
vinyl chloride, a gas, into PVC. 
The w orkers had been exposed to the gas for any ­ 
w here from 14 to 27 y ears before the cancers ap­ 
peared, raising the possibility that 
m ore cases 
would begin turning up. 
B ecause of 
this, the Occupational Safety 
and 
Health A dm inistration of the D epartm ent of Labor 
proposed an em ergency standard, effective April 5, 
setting a m axim um exposure level of 50 pails per 
million of vinyl chloride in th e air. The previous level 
had been 500 p arts per million. 
Then in May, the OSHA proposed a perm anent 
standard to reduce the exposure of vinyl chloride 
w orkers to a “ no detectable level." 
The Society of the Plastics Industry, claim ed thai 
there was no possible way to meet such a standard 
and that it would threaten the very existence of the 
industry. The OSHA, as is custom ary. held hearings 
in W ashington at the end of June. 
On one side, a num ber of PVC m anufacturers or 
users oi PVC, both large and sm all, testified that 
they would be forced out of business if the “ no de­ 
tectable level" were adopted. One m aker of plastic 
tubing for m edical uses w arned that desperately 
needed equipm ent in kidney dialysis and heart su r­ 
gery might become unavailable. 
On the other -¿ide, organized labor strongly backed 
the proposed standard. "This country survived for 
neariv 200 years without polyvinyl chloride and we 
can survive in the future without it." said P eter 
B om nw lto, president of the United Rubber W orkers 
m d chairman-erf the health and safety com m ittee of 
the AFL-CIO. 
Labor D epartm ent spokesmen disputed industry 
<1aims that the proposed regulation would stop vinyl 
c h lo rid e production and throw out of work as m any 
a t two million people in the plastics and other in­ 
dustries. The departm ent did acknowledge the exis­ 
tence of some m arginal firm s m ight be jeopardized 
if th**y were forced to raise prices to pay for safety 
m easures. 
The upshot of the hearings was a decision to delay 
the standard until Oct. 5 while a study of its tech­ 
nological and economic teasibiiity w as made by the 
OSHA. 
“ What we in OSHA have to do,” said its director 
Daniel P. Boy d, “ is to arrive at a practical solution 
based on a subjective, but detailed, analysis of all 
the fa* tors under consideration." 
In other word-, just what is the balancing point 
between the health threat of vinyl chloride and P \ C 
to workers and the public and the e<xwx>mic threat 
to the industry? 
In still other words, what should this particular 
“ speed lim it" be? 


Sen. Morse's epitaph 


The death of Oregon’s W ayne Morse, form er I 
Senator and once again a candidate, adds a high­ 
light to the current efforts of Congress to reestablish 
m any of the prerogatives it had over the years abdi­ 
cated to the executive branch. 
He and the late E rnest Gruening of Alaska cast 
th< onlv two votes against the Gulf of Tonkin resolu­ 
tion on August 7. 
That resolution was used by 
President Lyndon Johnson as, in effect, a declar­ 
ation of w ar in Southeast Asia. 
It was typical ot Morse. He never hesitated to 
attack what he disapproved, including his own p a r­ 
ties (being ai various tim es a Republican, Indepen­ 
dent and D em ocrat). His parties usually recipro­ 
cated. 
In the old-fashioned term , Morse was a “ fernins- 
tpj-“ — an agam -t-er. Hi- espousal of populist, un* 
popular causes will be a m ajor part of his epitaph.

Natural gas price rise next winter 


WASHINGTON - The cost of heat- 
i.ig homes and buildings with natural 
gas will skyrocket next winter, because 
the giant oil companies allegedly have 
withheld news of major discoveries in 
order to drive up prices. 
In a secret report to Chairman War­ 
ren Magnuson, D-Wash., the Senate 
Commerce Committee staff has sug­ 
gested that the oil companies are 
“simply lying" about the available 
gas. 
“Having succeeded in tripling prices 
tor oil in little over a year," charges 
the 
report, 
“the 
oil 
industry 
is 
evidently determined to match its ach­ 
ievement on th*> natural gas side of its 
business.” 
Not only ha\e tire oil companies in­ 
dulged in “false reporting of the suc­ 
cess of offshore drilling" in order to 
boost rates, suggests the report, but 
the Federal Power Commission has 
“done its best to appease the produ­ 
cers" at the expense of the consumers. 
The PPC. which fixes the rates con- 
“um^rs pay for natural gas. is sup­ 
posed to protect them from profiteer­ 
ing. But President Nixon installed as 
chairman a reluctant regulator named 
John Nassikas, who has helped the oil 
companies increase their gas profits. 
We proved this in 1971 from documents 
that he had kept under lock and key 
Meanwhile, here’s what has been 
»oin2 on in Louisiana’s fabulously rich 
ofi shore gas fields: 
From 196° through 1971. the oil com* 
r'anie« found gas from 7.9 to 9.4 per 
cent of the time when they made ex­ 
ploratory drillings. Then in 1972, just 
as the FPC began preparing its fin­ 
ding* in a rate case, the success ratio 
dropped dramatically to 2.4 per cent. 
In 1973. it plummeted all the way 
down to one per cent, even though off­ 
shore drilling was producing as high 
as 24.2 per cent success in other parts 
o: the country. 
“Either the oil industry has entirely 
lost the ability to locate new deposits 
o:. . .gas in the most promising territo­ 
ry," states the secret report with brut­ 
al simplicity, “or it is simply lying 
about what it has found. The first ex- 
p'anation seems extremely unlikely. 
’The less success the industry shows 
mi its exploration, the higher the price 
*t ca*■ demand for its gas." the report 
points out. Once the pi ic e is set, new

F.ven the FPC’s natural gas planning 
chief. Gordon Zareski, conceded to us 
that he has “never seen such a gross 
aberration" as the figures submitted 
byf the oil companies cm their Louisiana 
drillings. 
The day alter we inquired at the 
FPC why they had accepted the oi’ in­ 
dustry’s figures without anv question, 
the FPC suddenly dispatched a letter 
of explanation to Magnuson. 
The American Petroleum Institute, 
which furnished the FPC with the 
dubious figures, defended them. A spo­ 
kesman told us: “Some years you hit 
it and some years you don’t. Nobody 
would like to find gas more than we 
would. It has been very' disappointing.” 
Footnote: Like the FPC, the Federal 
Energy Administration relies on the oil 
industry like a blind man relies on his 
seeing eye dog. 
The FEA is preparing, for example, 
tc stop allocating residual fuels for 90 
davs. This will benefit Exxon, which 
now controls the lion’s share of the 
home heating market in the Northeast. 
With the dropping of the allocation pro­ 
gram, Exxon w’on’t have to supply 
small, independent competitors. 
The manager of the FEA’s residual 
fuels section, who helped draft the de­ 
cision to end the allocation program, is 
John Vernon. He came to FEA from 
Exxon. 
Vernon insisted to us, nevertheless, 
that he had “no significant input” into 
the decision benefiting Exxon. He had 
severed “all ties" with Exxon and “ab­ 
solutely did not have” a conflict of in­ 
terest, he said. “I look at my job like I 
joined the Army," he said. “I’m sworn 
to defend my country'." 
WASHINGTON WHIRL: An investi­ 
gation last year found that 28 states 
had misused $43 million in federal 
funds earmarked to help educate poor 
children.

Crude oil futures market could bring stability

NEW YORK (UPI) 
To 
an energy-eonsicous economy, 
announcement of a futures 
market.for crude oil comes as 
a harbinger of stability in 
world oil prices. 
Success of the market, to be 
opened by the New York Cot­ 
ton Exchange Sept. 
10, in 
time could stabilize world oil 
prices to the benefit of in­ 
dustry 
and 
motorists 
and 
homeowners. It might even 
reduce prices from present le­ 
vels. 
But Don Con!in, president 
of Petroleum Associates of 
the New York Cotton 
Ex­ 
change, Inc., which will oper­ 
ate the new market, is mak­ 
ing no rosy short-term predic­ 
tions. 
“ We have been working on 
the project IS months and we 
believe it's time has come.” 
he told United Press Inter­ 
national, “ but the attitude of 
the major oil companies to­ 
ward it so far is neutral. 
They say they may use our 
market but they also may go 
on handling their pricing the 
way they have for years.” 
Coiilin is convin ed the in­ 
dependent oil companies, the 
refiners, the international oil 
t r a d e r s —and speculators 
—will use the new exchange 
right from the start. And he 
thinks the majore ultimately 
will see the wisdom of taking 
advantage of the hedging op­ 
portunities of a futures mar­ 
ket such as traders and users 
of cotton, grains, sugarand 
other major commodities en­ 
joy- 
The futures contract on the 
new market will run up to 
three years with four deliver} 
months and the trading unit 
will be 5,000 barrels of crude 
deliverable at the Dutch port 
of Rotterdam. 
“ We don’t expect many de­ 
liveries of physic 1 oi! to rc 
suit 
from our operations.” 
CorHn added. “The oil tuiures 
market will be a pricing me­ 
chanism just as the more than 
a century old cotton futures 
market is. Fewer than one 
per cent of all cotton futures 
transactions result in physical 
d e l i v e r i e s of cotton. The 


trades are hedging ope ration > 
by people in the cotton world 
for the most part and some 
are plain, speculations. So it 
will be with oil futures. But 
you must have a physical 
trading unit, delivery point 
and delivery dates to give the 
trading reality.” 
A n 
advisory 
committee 
drawn from all segments of 
the 
oil 
world 
has helped 
frame the market’s trading 
rules and fix the standards 
for oil that can be delivered 
under 
the 
contract. 
“ It’s 
based on light Persian Gulf 
oil but, with appropriate ad­ 
justments in the price, almost 
any oil in the world will be 
eligible,” Conlin said. 
A futures market in crude 
oil is urgently needed, Conlin 
said, because the events of 
the 
past 
two 
years 
have 
sho-vn the long-term contract 
pricing procedure practiced in 
the industry for so many 
years has broken down and 
t h e 
resulting 
sky rocketing 
;■ rices have the entire global 
economy still reeling from the 
shock. The tact that crude oil 
demand at last has begun to 
d e c l i n e and prices have 
dropped a little means the 
moment is ripe to launch fu­ 
tures trading, he said. 
“ Today the long-term con­ 
tract (in oil) does not exist,” 
says a statement by Conlin'« 
group. “ Even a 30-day gua­ 
ranty of price is almost im­ 
possible to find and the refi­ 
ners are becoming resigned 
to weekly 
and even daily 
price change-, “ such as occur 
in cotton, grain, i-utar a"d 
other commodities. 
That 
would appear to be a logical 
reason for a futures market. 
Noting the big oil com­ 
panies began as long as three 
panies began as long as three 
years ago to predict the 1973 
energy crisis, the Cotton Ex­ 
change group says if a fu­ 
tures market in crude had 
been created two years ago it 
could 
have 
cushioned 
tte 
cruel impact of sharply rising 
oil prices on the world. 
“ With the law of supply and 
demand working freely with­ 
out government price controls 
as they only can on a futures 
market, the price would have 


risen, but slowly,” the group 
says, “ as it became obvious 
that increased consumption 
was threatening to overtake 
world production.” 
The Cotton Exchange group 
said a big reason for the pric­ 
ing chaos that occurred in the 
past year wras that no one, 
rot even governments or the 
biggest oil companies, and 
certainly not the oil and gaso­ 
line consuming public, had 
accurate 
information 
about 
the extent of the looming 
shortage. Only a few people ! 
could 
make even 
a 
good j 
guess. 
“ A petroleum futures mar­ 
ket.” 
Conlin 
said, 
“w-ould 
have 
made the 
combined . 
knowledge of all sources gen­ 
erally available on a daily 
I isis through price changes 
reflected in the futures mar- 
k e t . ” 
Traders, 
refiners, 
producers and users all would 
have been alerted much ear­ 
lier to w’hat was happening in 
hr oil world and would have 
: 1 si steps to protect them­ 
selves. 
The 
producing 
in­ 
i'ustry would have known bet­ 
ter how to plan. 
Although no manufacturer, 
no producer and no govern­ 
ment car accurately predict 
the public reaction to price 
swin s. the cash register tells 
wh f that reaction is and so 
does a futures market, said 
the Cotton Exchange group. 
1 e futures market is subject 
to price pressures a' both 
ends—from the producers and 
processors who want prices to 
rise and consumers resisting 
the rises. 
Conlin refused to predict 
how soon the new futures 
market might build up a trad­ 
ing volume sufficient to have 
any real influence on the pric­ 
ing of physical crude oil in 
t h e 
domestic 
and 
inter­ 
national industry. 
But he said everybody in 
the oil u’orld could benefit 
from 
a 
successful 
futures 
market. 
“ Even a major oil compa­ 
ny.-' he said, “ can have prob­ 
lems in raising capital when 
its oni. basis lor wanting to 
expand crude production is 
the predictions of its own 
marketing department unsup­ 


por t ed 
by 
any 
outside 
sources. The futures market 
would provide that support 
because the prices at which 
contracts were being traded 
would be set by the combined 
knowledge of everyone in the 
oil industry and the industries 
that deal with the oil com­ 
panies.” 
Conlin said any idea that an 
oil futures market could be 
used by ruthless speculators 
to run prices up or down to 


false levels is out of date. The 
law of supply and demand 
and the self-interest of the 
producers and users of oil 
would prevent it, he said. 
Not only oil operators but 
airlines, banks and many oth­ 
er businesses that use petro­ 
leum products may ultimately 
avail themselves of the hed­ 
ging facilities of the new mar­ 
ket, said James P. Murphy, a 
vice president of Inexeo Oil 
Co. of Houston. 


Conceivably, Murphy said, 
if there had been an oil fu­ 
tures market in the past two 
years, some of the airlines 
might have protected them­ 
selves from huge losses due 
to skyrocketing fuel prices by 
selling oil futures when they 
saw the prices were going up. 
“ I hope the Arabs, the West 
Germans and the Japanese 
will avail themselves of the 
new futures market. If they 
do and we get a few hundred 


million dollars worth of fu­ 
tures trading volume, we in 
the oil business will have a 
solid information base for es- 
t i m a t i n g future pricing 
trend«. We can see how know­ 
ledgeable people are really 
bating their money on oil 
prices and we’ll be able, for 
example, to go to an insur­ 
ance company and borrow' 
money on the basis of this in­ 
formation.” 
Murphy said the need for 


an oil futures market has de­ 
veloped suddenly. 
“ For IS 
years the price of odl was 
stabilized by import control 
and long term contracts and 
everybody in the busineas 
knew what the price would ht 
for the next three years.

Stocks soar, then retreat 
as Watergate drama ends 


NEW YORK (UP!) — As 
the curtain fell on the Water­ 
gate drama this week, the 
stock market soared on ru­ 
mors, then retreated on the 
reality of the first presiden­ 
tial resignation in U.S. histo­ 
ry- 
Results for the week on the 
New York Stock Exchange 
was a gain of 24.72 points in 
the widely followed Dow Jones 
industrial average, an indica­ 
tor of blue chip stocks where 
much of tire action centered. 
Activity picked up, with most 
of the increase on the upside. 
Rumors that President Ni­ 
xon would voluntarily leave 
office swept Wall Street early 
in the week, carrying the 
market 15 points higher in the 
first three sessions. A flurry 
of White House denials failed 
to dampen investors’ hopes 
that a 
new 
administration 
would devote its full attention 
to the nation’s economic ills. 
But on Thursday, with Ni­ 
xon’s resignation virtually as­ 
sured, traders cashed in on 
their gains and sent the mar­ 
ket into a skid. The selling 
continued through Friday as 
the financial com weighed the 
impact of Nixon’s Thursday 
night address announcing his 
decision to step down. 
Reaction on Wall Street to 
Vice-President Gerald Ford’s 
succession to the presidency 
generally w-as favorable, but 
the financial community re­ 
mained cautious about his 
economic policies, which are 
a complete unknown. 
Analyst Saul Smerling of 
Standard & Poor’s Corp., not­ 
ing the shock value cf Ni­ 
xon’s resignation already has 
worn off, said “ aside from 


any short-term flurries, t!v* 
market is going to sit back 
and see what economic pro­ 
grams will develop. The mar­ 
ket may well need some time 
to consolidate.”

two gloomy economic reports 
jolted investors and fueled 
concern over inflation. 
The

the close, the Federal Re­ 
serve disclosed that business 
borrowing at 12 major New 
York City banks rose $73 mil­ 
lion in the week ended Wed­ 
nesday, raising the prospect 
of still higher interest rates 
and setting the tone for Fri­ 
day continued market .-lide 
But one economic verdict 
this week indicated inflationa­ 
ry pressure may be leveling 
off. The Fed revealed con­ 
sumer installment credit rose 
by $1.09 billion in June, down 
sharply from a $1.26 billion in­ 
crease in May.

Performing arts groups need aid 


President Ford's wife prefers home to social activities in Washington

Before Gerald R. Ford was selected 
as vice president 10 months ago, he 
was considering retiring from Congress 
in 1976 at the request of his wife. 
Then, after Ford replaced Spiro Ag- 
naw, his wife declared she would not 
want to become First Lady. “ It’s for a 
personal, sellish reason—for a few years 
I want Jerry to myself,” she said. 
Now, with her husband becoming the 
nation’s

president,

Bloomer “Betty” Ford is no longer ada­ 
mant. She has put off retirement plans. 
Despite the years of raising their 
four children and managing the family’s 
finances while Ford was working long 
h o u r s 
in 
Congress 
and 
making 
sneeches across the country, 
Betty 
Ford acknowledges that “Oi course, 
Jerry is the ocss in this family.” 
A former dancer in the Martha Gra­ 
ham troupe and a one-time model, 
Mrs. Ford is still attractive at age 55, 


with a slim figure and shiny chestnut 
hair. She speaks slowly and softly, al­ 
ways smiling and friendly. 
Reflecting her dance background, 
she is more interested than her hus­ 
band in high cultural events. Recently 
she had to almost drag an unwilling 
vice president to a performance of the 
New York Metropolitan Opera when 
Ford wanted to swim in the backyard 
pool instead.

Visiting Nurse Association 
Develops homemaking program

A mother comes home from the hos­ 
pital with her newborn baby to face 
the additional responsibility of a tod­ 
dler’s care. 
A wife is confined to a wheelchair, 
unable even to care for herself, much 
less a home. 
A working mother has a youngster at 
home in a body cast as the result of an 
accident. 
Where do these families turn lor 
help? 
The Visiting Nurse Association of Po­ 
mona-West End has 25 homemakers on 
its staff who arc excellently qualified 
to meet any conceivable home situa­ 
tion. 
Less than two years ago, the agency 
which serves the Pomona Valley and 
West 
End communities, 
began 
its 
homemaking program. During the first 
month in operation, four homemakers 
worked a total of 52 hours. 
Now the 25 women who range in age 
from 25 to 68 serve between 1,800 and 
2.000 hours a month, providing round- 
the-clock care seven days a week. 
Each of the homemakers has had 
over 100 hours ol classroom training in 
adult education or heath aide courses 
plus inservice training. Each works un­ 
der the supervision of a registered 
nurse and can serve part time or up to 
40 hours a week. 
Alter a call for assistance is received 
at the agency headquarters in Mon­ 
tclair. Mrs. Minnie Walker, R.N., coor­ 
dinator of the program, visits the fami­ 
ly to determine the type of help needed 


and the amount of time required. 
A compatible homemaker is selected 
for the family. Certain workers are 
delighted to care for babies and tod­ 
dlers. some prefer to work with inva­ 
lids while still others are more skilled 
in housekeeping, shopping and trans­ 
portation roles. . 
“The family determines how often 
and for how long they need help, ’ 
states Mrs. Walker. The minimum is a 
two-hour visit. The time varies from 
24-hour help to a short visit once 
a week. 
“We even have a sleep-in program.” 
adds Mrs. Walker. 
“ In once case a widow returned 
home from the hospital and feared 
betne alone nights at tirst. A home­ 
maker stayed from 10 p.m. to 6 a.m. 
for two weeks. 
Occasionally a homemaker is re­ 
quested just to sit with an invalid so 
that the husband or wife can get out of 
the home for a while. Frequently, in 
the instance of long-term illness or 
handicap, 
the 
homemaker 
provides 
the extra hand needed to lighten the 
family’s responsibilities. 
The homemaker will shop for food, 
prepare meals, do light housekeeping, 
laundry, ironing, 
mending, personal 
care for invalids, and infant and child 
care. They are not expected to do 
h e a v y housekeeping, yard work or 
skilled nursing care. 
While the agency is still serving one 
family that has needed help since the 
program started in 1972, the average 
time is two or three months. 
At present, the homemaker program 
is not covered under insurance or 
M e d i c a r e and Medi-Cal programs 


which do pay for other services of the 
Visiting Nurse Association such as reg­ 
istered and licensed vocational nur­ 
sing care, physical therapy and home 
health aide visits. 
Mrs. Jane Hull, R.N., executive di­ 
rector of the VNA, says, “We are see­ 
king financial aid from clubs and or­ 
ganizations to establish a revolving 
fund to help families in emergencies. 
“ It would also be financially advan­ 
tageous for businesses and industries 
to provide homemaker care funds rath­ 
er than to have a valuable employe 
absent because of a crisis in the home,” 
Mrs. Hull adds. 
“We find that often both husbands 
and wives work and so do the in-laws 
or other capable relatives. While they 
are unable to leave their jobs to assist 
in emeruercies, they are walling to pay 
for competent care.” the director says. 
The Visiting Nurse Association of Po­ 
mona West End is approved by the Na­ 
tional Council for Homemakers-Home 
Health Aide Services, Inc., and a mem­ 
ber of the California Association of 
Health Services at Home, with Mrs. 
Hull as a board member. 
The agency is licensed by the Cali­ 
fornia Department of Public Health 
and a member of the United Way of 
Los Angeles County and the West End 
United Way. It cooperates with Los 
Angeles and San Bernardino County 
Health Departments and community 
and private health care agencies in 
meeting the needs of those seeking as­ 
sistance. 
Information concerning the home- 
making program, including brochures 
printed in Spanish, is available by cal­ 
ling 621-3961. 


big the ever-increasing mail arriving 
at their 20-year old brick house in Ale­ 
xandria, Va., Betty Ford likes to work 
in her back yard garden growing flo­ 
wers and vegetables. 
Sports used to be a hobby, be had to 
give up strenuous activity nine years 
ago because of pinched nerve in her 
neck, an injury that still causes her 
constant pain and one that is aggra­ 
vated by constant stres,s. 
!n an effort to relieve the stress and 
frustrations she said were brought on 
by wondering whether she was doing a 
good job as wife and mother, Betty 
Ford sawr a nsychiatrist for two years. 
"The psychiatrist suggested that I 
«houldn’t give up everythin® for Jerry 
and the children, that I also had to 
think about things that mattered to 
me.” 
“We’re exceptionally close to one 
another,” she says of her three sons 
and a daughter. During the times Ford 
was away from home for days at a 


time, it fell to Betty to make the nec­ 
essary day-to-day decisions and en­ 
force family discipline. 
Although she helped Ford on the 
campaign trail in 13 elections, Mrs. 
Ford has not been as active as some 
political wives. She has preferred to 
stay at. home with her close-knit family 
and 
entertain 
small 
gatherings 
of 
friends rather than plunge into the 
Washington society scene. 
One of her faults, apparent not only to 
Ford but to the public on occasion, is her 
habit of showing up late for social 
events. The vice nresident several times 
has glared her down or commented in 
public on her lateness. But Mrs. Ford, 
acknowledging her own tardiness, re­ 
minds people that Jerry Ford was late 
for their wedding 25 years ago. 
“Jerry keeps telling me that if he 
ever gets a heart attack, it won’t be 
because of long hours or hard work but 
because I’m always late,” she once 
said.

But her social trrace was particularly 
welcomed by the Martin Luther King 
family last month when Mrs. Ford at­ 
tended (he funeral of the senior Mrs. 
King, who was shot to death. The gov: 
ernment had not designated any high 
official to attend the funeral, so Bettv 
Ford went, out of her own compassion 
for the family. 
She has always been active in civic 
affairs, serving as a cub scout den 
mother, a Sunday school tearher and 
head of the local cancer fund drive. 
After Secret Service agents spent con­ 
siderable time *nd effort last fall to 
make their modest suburban home more 
secure, the Fords thanked their neigh­ 
bors for putting up with the inconve­ 
nience the work caused. 
The Ford’s in 25 years of marriage 
hcve four children: Michael, 24; Jack, 
22: Steven, 18; and Susan 17. 
Though she said she never made a 
secret of it, many people were sur­ 
prised to learn last fall that Betty Ford 
had been married before.

NEW YORK (UP1) — H you like 
music or the theater maybe your fav­ 
orite charity ought to be the local 
symphony, opera, drama or dance 
company. 
Inflation is widening the ever-present 
earnings gap—that between what a gi­ 
ven production costs and what it takes 
in—and causing fiscal lidgets among 
performing groups across the nation. 
Particularly theatened are the 166 spe­ 
cial groups with annual budgets rang­ 
ing from $100,000 to $20 million, 
The special 166 are the subject ot a 
new Ford Foundation report six years 
in the making and entitled; "The Fi­ 
nances of the Performing Arts”. 
In 1970-71, according to the Founda­ 
tion’s survey of the performing groups 
and troupes, some $66 million in pri­ 
vate and government contributions had 


to be added to the S91 million earned 
at the box ottice, That was to close the _ 
earnings gap and enable the groups to 
meet their operating costs ot $!5< mil* 
lion. Half ol the companies had net ta­ 
ken in what they paid out. 
The scene generally is one ot “ a tin* 
pening national uncertainty about how 
performing arts group. are to be sup­ 
ported,” McGeorge Bundy. Ford Foun­ 
dation president, said. 
W. McNeil Lowry, vice president of 
the Foundation’s Division of Huma­ 
nities and the Arts, said “the incapac­ 
ity of arts organizations to earn their 
way is not yet recognized even by 
some...who are regularly asked to con­ 
tribute to their support.

nial. The American Revolu- 
tion had a meaning for them

M o r r i s 
then 
thumbed 
through a pile of bicentennial 
scripts, which CBS sent him 
to check for accuracy. He 
was pleased by what he read. 
“ The research was very well 
done,” he said. 
Morris 
was 
an 
original 
member of President Lyndon 
Johnson’s Bicentennial Com­ 
mission. but he and the other 
four historians on the com­ 
mittee were 
dropped 
after 
President Nixon took office. 
They were fired Juh 4, 1969. 
‘ N i x o n wanted his own 
team.” he said. 
And he admitted he was not

Persian and Turkish texts;

gories are supplemented by 
two vdUimes of the Koran as 
veil as two royal “ tughras.” 
The tughra is an ornamental, 
stylized 
monogram 
of 
the 
reigning sultan. 
European rulers used a seal 
to legalize their edicts and 
had a Lord Keeper of the 
Great (or Privy) Seal, but in 
Constantinople 
the 
head 
scribe of the royal library 
alone was able to duplicate 
the complex 
arabesques of 
the legalizing Tughra. 
Turkish calligraphy is also 
well represented in the exhi­ 
bition. One of the most impor­ 
tant examples is a rare 15th 
Century 
m anuscript of 
the 
Mantia al-Tayr. This is one of 
less than ten known manus­ 
crips illustred with Turkish 
miniatures that can be dated 
before about 1500. 
Turkish 
craftsmen 
were 
noted for their excellence in 
m etal work and particularly 
for their ceramics. The de­

snout, two ceram ic tiles and a 
16th r enturv plate with floral 
decoration from the famed 
center of ceram ic production 
at Isnik, and two examples of 
Turkish textiles.

SALT LAKE CITY <1 PI) - 
While firemen battle flame« 
and doctors care for bum vic­ 
tims, Irving Einhora collects 
i i r e 
souvenirs—smoke, 
«scorched clothing and charred 
pieces of wood, 
brick 
and 
plastic. 
Einhorn. 
director 
of 
the 
Hammabüity 
Research Cen­ 
ter at the University of Utah, 
¿^tributes his finds among a 
staff of 58 professors, stu­ 
dents and technicians for che- 
m i:al analy -is and medical 
research. 
f heir findings on the causes 
and effects of fires are trans­ 
lated 
into 
recommendations 
on national safety' standards 
for clothing, furniture, houses, 
buildings, cars and even air­ 
planes. 
During the five years since 
the center opened, the group 
has 
kept detailed 
tiles 
on 
state and national fire victim« 
and circumstances. 
The data indicates the ma- 
lority of fire victims belong in 
the very young or very old 
age groups, most blazes begin 
with 
children 
playing 
with 
matches or gasoline or adults 
-mokir.g in bed, and smoke 
kills more often than the fire 
itself. 
Smoke Kills 
Records of 
fires 
in 
Salt 
Lake City since 1972, for ex­ 
ample, show 21 of 25 child 
blaze 
victims 
were 
burned 
w h i l e experimenting 
with 
matches or gasoline. Among 
adults, smoking in bed com­ 
prised 
the 
most 
common 
Mottle cause of fires. 
“ Smoking accounts lor to to 
40 per cent of all fires,’ Em- 
horn said, “‘with improper use 
of tlamrnable liquids a < jMg 
»econd ” 
Except for car and airplane 
< rash fires, smoke kilH many 
more persons than flame*- in 
tires, he added. 
“ In a building, most of the 
people are dead before the 
fire gets 
to 
them. 
Carbon 
monoxide, the heat, the decr- 
eaxe in oxygen, the combus­ 
tion products and -moke com­ 
bine to be the number one kil­ 
ler in fires,” the mathematics 
a n d 
engineering 
professor 
said. 
Armed with such findings, 
the center has 
successfully 


legislation requiring safe cel­

The center’s latest recom­ 
mendations call for legislation

tures. 
Einhorn’s staff also wants 
icderal requirements tor tire 
resistant m aterials in cloth­ 
ing, houses and cars.

Lab Is Basis 
The basis for all these rec­ 
ommendations 
lies 
in

laboratory . Einhorn said. 
The chemical analysts work 
with samples of smoke and 
materials collected from t ie 
scene of the tire, examining 
the chemical composition cf 
smoke emitted from various 
burning m aterials, such 
as 
wood, plastic or paper. 
“We 
look 
at 
the 
basi: 
chemistry 
of 
the 
naterial 
which originally ignited to de­ 
termine the gaseous products 
from the flaming combustion 
of that 
m aterial.” 
Einhorn 
said. 
“We study the chemical na­ 
ture of -moke to learn what 
mixture of ga^e« are emitted 
in the \arious type- oi lire*-.' 
Here the medical research 
team takes over, prcbirg into 
the physical and psychologic­ 
al eifects of these combustion 
byproducts on the human sys­ 
tem. Tire researchers deter­ 
mine the effects of smoke in­ 
halation on the victim’s brain, 
central nervous system,

sion, muscular functions and

bumper crop of fish. 
Eddie Anderson, a dynamic 
insurance company executive 
who headed the project in the 
face of tough opposition from 
environmentalists, is a satis­ 
fied man today, 
citing an 
overwhelming 
increase 
in 
species of fish whose numbers 
were dwindling dangerously. 
Some of 
these fish 
are 
found only in the Hawaiian 
Archipelago, 
and 
were 
in 
danger ot extinction, Ander­ 
son said. 
"Before we dropped in the 
cars, there were 103 pounds 
per acre of fish in the area of 
the reef off Waianae and 37 
pounds per acre in the area 
of Maunalua Bay,” Anderson 
said. 
Divers found that with the 
artiticial reefs, the Waianae 
fish count jumped to 2.631 
pounds per acre and 1,585 
pounds per acre at Maunalua 
Bay.

the mayor was convinced and 
within three months 2,000 de­ 
relict automobiles were towed 
to holding sites, processed, 
loaded on barges and dropped 
into the ocean at three loca­ 
tions off Oahu in 80 to 160 feet 
of water. Processing included 
removal of the battery, all 
fluids, tires, the engine, trans­ 
mission, axles and chassis.” 
With its goal of "more fish 
for the table and fewer cars 
to mar Hawaii’s beauty”, the 
automobile roundup inspired 
such support from community 
groups and the military that 
the entire operation cost the 
City nothing. Labor and equip­ 
ment to collect, process and 
haul the cars to the reef sites 
were donated by private indi- I 
viduals 
and 
companies 
as ! 
well as the military. The esti- 
mated value of the massive 1 
voluntary 
effort 
was 
esti­ 
mated at $97,350. 
Later, 
damaged 
concrete 
pipes and old tires were ad­ 
ded to the artificial reefs. 
It was only a matter of 
time before Anderson began 
to hear about the overwhelm­ 
ing results of his campaign. A

W .J. Usery, Jr., the govern­ 
ment’s chief labor mediator, 
said he would decide Monday 
or Tuesday when to call the 
two sides back together. 
’’I’m very disappointed we 
were unable to consummate 
an agreement this week,” he 
commented. “ 1 
thought we 
could have and should have.” 
Usery added, however, that 
t h e 
bargaining 
sessions 
through 
five 
straight 
days 
this week were ‘‘very good” 
and added: 
“ I’m 
still con­ 
vinced we can consummate 
an agreement next week-’ 
However, Wellington Mara, 
head of the New York Giants 
and chairman of the owners’ 
Management Council, declar­ 
ed that even on the money is­ 
sue, ‘‘We’re many, many mil­ 
lions apart,” 
He estimated that the dif­ 
ference between 
what 
the 
players were demanding and 
what the owners were willing 
to give amounted 
to more 
than $30 million a year. But 
Ed Garvey, executive director 
of ihs N FL Players' Associa­ 
tion, flatly denied there was 
that much difference on mo­ 
ney matters. 
Bill Curry, president of the 
N FL Players Association, de­ 
clared 
he 
was 
optimistic 
about the progress which was 
made during the past week. 
“ We’re going to work and 
make necessary compromises 
without g i v i n g everything 
av,ay,” the Houston Oiler cen­ 
ter commented. 
According 
to 
Curry, 
two 
small 
subcommittees 
from 
each side will probably be 
working together early next 
week on the general subject 
of player working conditions. 
Mara declined to comment 
on whether any 
agreement 
had been reached on the con­ 
troversial 
“ freedom 
issue” 
demands by the players. But 
Curry commented, “ We feel 
substantial progress has been 
made and some hard bargain­ 
ing has taken place.” 
Mara told 
newsmen 
that 
N FL figures show that player 
payrolls have risen b> 
$17 
million from last season. He 
said that over 85 per cent of 
all money a player receives 
comes from his individual ne­ 
gotiations and less than 
15 
per cent from the union’s col­ 
lective bargaining. 
“ J think we’re getting into 
a situation where the 15 per 
cent is to jeopardize the 85

Mixed emotions over 
3000th hit milestone 


DETROIT (UP1> - It's get­ 
ting close now ami Al Kaline 
is beginning to realize more 
iuJly just what that 3,001th 
¡wse hit means to him. It 
mf*ans the end ot his baseball 
playing career. 
“ 1 
have mixed emotions 
about it,” Kaline said of the 
hit which will put him in a 
category with only U other 
men who have played major 
league baseball, 
“ I'm going to be very hap* 
py to finally get it,” he said. 
“ And I’m going 10 be very 
sad, because I know that u 
will mean I won’t be coming 
out here any more.” 
“ It has taken Kaline 22 sea­ 
sons to get less than 40 hit s 
jiway from 3,000 (he got his 
2 960th Aug. 7) and ii you're 
only 39 like he is that means 
you’ve been playing major 
league baseball 
mon* ihtn 
you’ve been doing anything 
else in your lifetime. 
Kaline doesn’t live wily to 
hit. He was known as one oi 
the 
most complete players 
ever to put on a uniform. Ne* 
venheless, he’s 
getting his 
JaM necessary 139 hits to 3,000 
as a designated hitter, which 
means no right field, 
Because ot that, he’s going 
to get more at*bats, and more 
hits, than any season since 
che mid Or late 1960s. 
'T ve held up very well,” 
Kahrte said. “ It’s very sur­ 
prising because I didn’t think 
I would I lift a Jot of weights 


with my legs, do a lot of run­ 
ning and a lot of exercises.

That is not because of any 
established Jim Crow policy 
on the part of tennis moguls. 
On the contrary, many tennis 
promoters would like to see 
more blacks on the tourney 
circuit to broaden the appeal 
to spectators. 
Ashe said a large part of 
*he 
problem 
m 
attractirg 
olacks to consider tennis tor a 
career is that it does not offer 
the immediate financial re­ 
wards that other sports do. 
Hence, if a young black ath­ 
lete has a choice whether to 
pursue a career in tennis, 
with its uncertain rewards, or 
some other sDort providing a 
big bonus for signing, he will 
opt for the other sport in 
most cases. 
“ Take 
John 
Lucas 
(the 
Maryland basketball star) for 
e x a m p l e , ’ ’ Ashe said. “ I 
would say he would be much 
better off going into pro bas­ 
ketball than tennis. 
“ With us tennis placers, 
nobody puts a dime in your 
pocket on January 1. The fol­ 
lowing December 31, if you’ve 
won a certain amount of mo­ 
ney, you've actually earned 
it. Nobody gave it to you. 
“ So in that respect —hu­ 
man nature being what it is 
—many athletes will want to 
go for the salary rather than 
go into a sport where you 
have to win to make any mo­ 
ney.” 
In his own quiet way, Ashe 
has worked diligently as a 
missionary for his sport with 
young people of all races. 
“ He goes out oi his way to 
make himself available for 
public clinics in almost every 
city he visits on the tour,” 
'aid Sam English, co-chair­ 
man of the First National 
Classic and Ashe’s host dur­ 
ing his stay here. 
’ ’ Y o u can do only so 
much,” 
Ashe 
added. 
“ The 
rest of the motivation has to 
come from roaches, parent« 
and others who have an in­ 
fluence on young people.” 
As a measure of the high 
e-teRm in which he is held by 
his fellow pros, Ashe recently 
was elected president of the 
Association of Tennis Profes­ 
sionals —the tennis equivalent 
of the Professional Golt Asso* 
cation.

said tennis rommentator Bud 
Collins. “ But not Arthur. He’s 
not made that w*ay.

However, Ashe vows he will 
not let the position interfere 
with his playing career.

The new President: 
another sports buff 
in the White House

well as those of some sports figures who have come to know 
the man who is replacing Richard M. Nixon.) 


In the stretch

NEW YORK (UP1) — Old habits are hard to break, some 
times impossible. 
Gerald Lord, the new President of the Urritnd States. talke»1 
to me about one he picked up as a bo\. 
“ The first thing I do every morning is read the sport« 
page.” he said. 
T hen he laughed. 
“ I read it before I do the from page because at least on the 
sports page you have a 50-50 chance of being right.” 
He was still Vice President when he told me that. Now that 
he’s President, he'll be much busier but 1 doubt he'll break his 
old habit. Gerald Ford loves sports. 
So does Richard Nixon, the man he replaces, but there r< at 
least one big difference between them. 
The new President was ar actual competitor: the old one 
had a unitorm, but spent most of his time on the bench. I ve 
watched both Ford and Nixon around professional athletes. 
Nixon always seems somewhat in awe of them. Ford is much 
more at ease, probably because ot' his football playing back­ 
ground at the University of Michigan and the coaching he did 
while at Yale. 
Richard Nixon is a football buff. Remember him trying to 
send in a play to the Miami Dolphins before the ‘73 Super 
Bowl game? 
Gerald Ford follows football closely, too. but haring perso­ 
nally gone through it all himself once and knowing first hand 
what it’s all about, he doesn't identify* with the players the 
way Richard Nixon has a tendency to do. Moreover, he follows 
baseball pretty much the same way. 
The team man 
From what I’ve seen, Nixon leans more toward the star 
performers in sports. Ford, having been one himself, invariab­ 
ly goes more for the team man. 
When I asked him if he had any favorite baseball player, 
somebody he like especially well, he didn’t think very long 
about it. 
“ Al Kaline,” he said. 
Why him particularly? 
“ He’s a good team man.” said Gerald Ford. 
Kaline. winding up his 22nd season with the Detroit Tigers, 
has been to Ford’s office in Washington several times. Kaline 
has been there with his wife and with Robert Griffin (R .- 
Mich.), and alw*ays felt completly comfortable, never ill-at- 
ease, in Ford’s company. 
“ He’s a down-to-earth type person, easy to taik to *nd not 
stiff. He has a way of making anyone he’s with able to relax,” 
says Kaline. “ I have a tremendous amount of respect for him. 
I think he’ll make a very good President.” 
Ford has been described as “ a journeyman player” when he 
served under coach Harry* Kipke at Michigan. 
That’s not true. 
He was a much better-than-average offensive center and de­ 
fensive linebacker, and evert attracted the attention of profes­ 
sional scouts after being chosen MVP on the Michigan team in 
1934, his senior year. When I asked him whether he had e\er 
thought of playing pro football. Ford said he has the normal 
feeling about it. He would’ve liked to see how well he’d have 
done, but he never really had a chance because the opportun­ 
ity to study* law and coach boxing at T alecame along and he 


took it. 
During mos: of his time at Michigan. Ford toiled in the 
shadow of Chuck Bernard, an All-America center. Bernard 
was one of the finest players in the Big Ten so Ford didn't 
really get to be the team’s No. 1 center until his last year. 
Ford led the fight 
“ Minnesota wa> the national champion that year, 
says B?n- 
ny Oosterbaan, Michigan’s modem all-time All-America end 
shadow of Chuck Bernard, an All-America center. Bernard 
and head coach of the Wolverines for 11 years. “ We weren’t 
suppostd to have a chance against Minnesota, but our game 
with them the score was nothing-nothing at half time. We 
nearly scored twice. We had put up such a great fisht and 
Jerry Ford was the leader of that fight with hi* tremendous 
lmebacking. 
“ 1 was assistant coach and in charge of scouting that year. I 
remember being so proud of Jerry and ail the rest of our 
players that tears came to my eyes in the dressing room at 
lialftime. Of course, Minnesota swamped us in the second half. 
Our fellows had simply drained themselves dry.” 
Oosterbaan, now 68 and retired at Lake Leelenau, Mich , 
says it's “ awesome” for him to realize that a former p.ayer 
with whom he once was associated, and one with whom he still 
has a cordial relationship, has gone on to become fhe Presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
“ But I’ll tell you this much— he’s an honest, square-shooting 
man of excellent character,” puts in Oosterbaan. 
In the course of researching the late Lyndon Johnson's crack 
about Ford having played football without hit helmet too long, 
i discovered that Gerald Ford had too much sense to do so­ 
mething like that. He always wore his helmet. I also dis­ 
covered he has a fine sense of humor, like Al Kaline says, he s 
easy to talk to, and has a deep sense of fair play. 
He has had many chances, now and in the past few months, 
to second-guess Richard Nixon. 
He never did. 
He doesn’t play the game that way. 
Bennie Oosterbaan has Gerald Ford pegged pretty good. 
He’s an honest, square-shooting man.

Shortages are old stuff 


Sometimes I v.onder why we call them the Good Old Days. 
For c. 3 Fling, even right here in Pomona, we were experinc- 
ing the same old shortages then as we are now and wondering 
what the heck to do about them. Take 1904 as a typical ex­ 
ample. That was the year The Pomona Daily Review was 
complaining: 
‘ The Eastern meat strike may leave us devoid of porter­ 
house and sirloin, and then what will we do? We have already 
lost our Tenderloin.” 
Quite a card that Review editor! But then he went on to 
describe the real nitty-gritty of the shortage situation. 
“ A shortage of soap is now a possibility,” he informed his 
readers. “With empty stomachs because of the meat strike, 
and dirty hards and faces, the outlook is certainly gloomy 
enough.” 


But it wasn’t only the 1904 meat and soap shortages that 
were causing Pomonans to shake their heads apprehensive!} 


and remark, one to the other, that the government ought to 
get on the ball a:*d do something to straighten out the econo­ 
my. They were also having to put up with a honey shortage. 
In the summer of 1904 The Pomona Daily Review also report- 
fid* 
"The honey business is the poorest this summer it has ever 
been. Many of the men who have been in the bee ranching 
business in Pomona Valley for a long time have given up the 
occupation for good.” 
t 
Of course those early Twentieth Century Pomonans didn t 
have a gasoline shortage to worry about but it ma\ interest 
you to learn that taking pot shots at this country’s oil tycoons 
was apparently a journalistic pastime just as popular with 
local newspaper editors in 1904 as it is today. On July 29 The 
Pomona Daily Review commented: 
“ John D. Rockefeller has purchased a new set of false teeth. 
— By the way, did that last can of coal oil cost you more than 
the previous one?”

At any rate, 
the book extolls family loyal­ 
ty, self-discipline, and the ac­ 
ceptance of responsibility.

There is very little plot — 
rather a rambling, episodic 
narrative, tied together main- 
lv by the boy’s prize pig, his 
pot Pinky. The trouble is that 
Pinky has no real character;

Marshall biography an 'expansive work'

JOHN MARSHALL, A Life 
In Law. By Leonard Baker. 
Macmillan Publishing, $17.50.

These and 
many more were the myriad 
roles of John Marshall, the 
fourth Chief Justice of the 
United States who presided 
over that august body of legal 
servants from 1801 through 
1835, spanning the post-Revo- 
lution to the Ante-Bellum pe­ 
riods.

However, the tale switches 
back and forth between New 
York and Israel, past and 
present, and conveys neither 
the suspense of mobsters insi­ 
nuating themselves into a res­ 
pected business nor the ex­ 
citement of a man seeing his 
vision become reality. 
In 
a d d i t i o n , 
author 
Llewellyn chose a terse *tyle 
of fragmented sentences, in­ 
complete thoughts, and con­ 
versations bereft of quotation 
marks which could be effec­ 
tive in a play or movie but is 
not well suited to the medium 
of the printed word. 
In 
terms 
of 
plot 
devel­ 
opment, character study, and 
imagery, “A Hill of Many 
Dreams” is a compilation of 
many yawns. 


Leonard Baker has given 
the world an expansive work 
wherein he united the dis­ 
parate facets of Marshall’s 
life and career to form a tit- 
llating and delightsome read­ 
ing excursion. The style is 
gentle to the mind, the con­ 
tent stimulating, and chrono­ 
logically well ordered. 
Here there is something for 
all. The account of this no­ 
table person of American con^ 
stdutional law and jurispru­ 
dence is cast in a format 
which will appeal to the gen­ 
eral reading public. 
However, this volume Is 
thoroughly researched. Baker 
is entitled to kudos for his ef­ 
forts; the publisher, and eng­ 
ravers are entitled to credit 
for the illustrations which en­ 
hance the book and the over­ 
all fine quality of the print­ 
ing. 
Baker's effort is a definitive 
one which should be widely 
read. 
The author paints a Chief 
Justice of even temper, unr 
complaining, and encouraging 
to others. His was that rare 
quality of being able to eUcit 
the best from those about 
him. 
Although a rather unassum­ 
ing man who led an almost 
mundane personal life viewed 
against the wealth and scan­ 
dal ridden existence of many 


great men, Marshall’s intes­ 
tinal fortitude was of Hercu­ 
lean proportion, a fact well 
documented in accounts of his 
work at the Bar, and particu­ 
larly in his handling of the 
controversial and significant 
decisions he wrote from the 
Supreme Court. 


It is fitting that the regi­ 
mental flag of the Culpeper 
Minutemen 
of 
Virginia 
in 
which he served as a Lieute­ 
nant 
in 
the 
Revolutionary 
War bore the coiled rattles­ 
nake emblem, and that histo­ 
rical admonition of the free 
and 
independent 
American 
spirit, "don’t tread on me.” 
This rightly characterized his 
profound, 
and 
unlaterable 
commitment 
to 
resist 
en­ 
croachments 
on 
individual 
freedom and independence. 


Marshall’s little known ro­ 
mantic side appears among 
these glimpses. His personal 
papers describe a man keenly 
appreciative 
of 
feminine 
charms, and very' much ena­ 
mored of his 
wife. 
When 
a p a r t , as the Marshall’s 
frequently were by reason of 
his legal work, he wrote to 
Polly numerous and lengthy 
love letters, bordering on the 
poetic at times. When only 14, 
Polly set her cap for John, 
according to the accounts, 
and their love bloomed early. 
It did not fade even under the 
stress of rearing ten children. 
Chiefly through land specu­ 
lation, Marshall became af­ 
fluent though not rich. He e r r 
joyed athletics, and quoits, a 
game played with stone discs 
which are hurled at a goal 
post termed a "hob.” The 
Chief Justice delighted in rob­ 
ust food, and a modicum of 
libation, surrounded by a gen­ 
erous portion of stimulating 
dinner conversation. 
He and his colleagues from 
the Bar regularly spent an 
evening thusly engaged in dis­ 
cussion of government, law, 


and politics. These talk-feasts 
were closed to the ladies, 
however, as were the Satur­ 
day afternoon barbecues held 
near Richmond during 
the 
summer months where Mar­ 
shall and local clerics, phys­ 
icians, and others of the pro­ 
fessional and business com­ 
munity gathered for quoits 
and satisfying viands. 


We are indebted to Mar­ 
shall for the original biogra­ 
phy of General George Wash­ 
ington. But this was not a 
vain monument to the man 
whom Marshall idolized. That 
it remains a source of mate­ 
rial about Washington’s life 
and times is a notable tribute 
to the Chief Justice. 


Facets of the Chief Jus* 
tice’s life not commonly in 
the public view are elabo­ 
rated by Baker. His diplomat­ 
ic mission to Europe as an 
American 
representative 
in 
the XYZ affair, for example, 
drew considerable public and 
official acclaim in then con­ 
temporary 
America. 
Mar­ 
shall’s 
accomplishments 
in 
the legislative halls of Vir­ 
ginia, Congress, law, as an 
acting United States attorney, 
and as Chief Justice are pre­ 
sented with color, and verity. 


The arcadian frontier milieu 
in which Marshall grew to 
manhood infused him with 
physical stamina, and sturdy 
self reliance as well as an 
abiding regard for man’s in­ 
dependence. Although exposed 
to much less formal education 
than Jefferson and Madison, 
he received two years of tu­ 
toring which was far more 
schooling than that of his 
close associates. By age 19 he 
had read Blackstone’s "Com­ 
mentaries on the Laws of 
England,” the major legal 
treatise available to lawyers 
west of London at that time. 
Of greater importance than 
the extent of his formal aca­ 
demic preparation was the 


mental ability, perspicacity, 
and high regard for know­ 
ledge which he brought to his 
studies, and life’s work. His 
father, Thomas Marshall, ear­ 
ly imparted to John a sense 
of value of learning. He con­ 
vinced all 15 of the Marshall 
progeny that education was 
the tool which would enable 
them to make their way and 
wrest their fortune from the 
land. John took this to heart, 
and applied it assiduously. 


The citizens of Marshall’s 
Virginia relied heavily upon 
judges to define and protect 
their rights under the law, 
and to insure justice ami the 
realization of those rights in 
litigation. Early on, Marshall 
understood that in the Ameri­ 
can system of the rule of law 
where the law and not men 
control actions and sets limits 
upon man’s activities, an in­ 
dependent judiciary 
to ex­ 
pound the law was impera- 
ti\ e. This compelling need en­ 
compassed the law relating to 
relationships between indivi­ 
duals, and between man and 
h i s 
government. 
Marshall 
viewed law as the mechanism 
for harmonizing all of man’s 
relationships for the mutual 
benefit of all persons. 


Law as understood by Mar­ 
shall is not a static but an 
evolving process—ever grow­ 
ing, and changing, building 
upon the principle of decency 
among people. While enduring 
the severe cold and depriva­ 
tion ot food, shelter and sup­ 
plies at Valley Forge with 
Washington’s 
troops 
as 
a 
young officer, Marshall per­ 
ceived an urgent need for a 
strong union. The starvation, 
cold, and other hazards faced 
by him and his fellow soldiers 
he felt were unnecessary, and 
could have been prevented by 
a coordinated, strong central 
government responsive to the 
needs of its various bodies. 
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Food 
and 
supplies 
were 
a v a i l a b l e in the nearby 
States, but the loosely knit 
structure of the Federation of 
States proved incapable of 
m e e t i n g 
t h e 
General’s 
requests for basic supplies. 
The ultimate concern of the 
new Nation and its people's 
well being depended upon and 
was inextricably intertwined 
with’a vigrorous Union with a 
centralized government. His 
subsequent decisions as Chief 
Justice articulated this phi­ 
losophy. 
Writing as the Chief Justice 
of the United States during 
his tenure of 34 years, Mar­ 
shall implemented this ap- 
proach through decisions in­ 
terpretating and applying the 
U.S. Constitution. 
As 
enunciated 
from 
the 
, 
bench in his truly meaningful j 
prose, he established 1) prin­ 
ciples of judicial review, 2) 
supremacy of the Union over 
the States, 3) sanctity of con­ 
tracts, 4) regard for proce­ 
dural due process in criminal 
matters, and 5) protection of 
individuals 
and 
corporate 
rights from arbitrary govern­ 
ment invasion. 
Through his decisions Mar­ 
shall laid the ground work foi 
other 
decisions 
and 
inter­ 
pretations to come in the fu­ 
ture. Clearly, Marshall real­ 
ized the power of the court, 
and its potential for shaping 
the course of personal and na- 
ional affairs and commerce. 
Moreover, he utilized this ful­ 
crum fearlessly. 
Marshall inscribed a legacy 
for Americans of all gener­ 
ations hence. He set in motion 
an on-going process of evolu­ 
tionary expansion, redefina- 
tion and Interpretation which 
will never become stale; the 
heart of its capacity to effec­ 
tively deal with challenges as 
yet unspoken.

Hugh ()‘l trian: 
How aWeek in Deepest Africa 
Changed My Life Forever

O 


ne lazy Sunday afternoon back 
in 1957, I read an article in 
“T he Saturday Review” w rit­ 
ten by D r. A lbert Schweitzer. It so im ­ 
pressed me that I w rote him to ask if I 
could visit him in Africa. A bout three 
weeks later I got a cable inviting “D r. 
O ’Brian and party.” I don’t know w hat 
m ade him assum e I was a doctor, but 
I w asn’t about to knock the only chance 
I thought I m ight have to see the fa­ 
mous hum anitarian. 
A short tim e later I landed in D ouala, 
Africa, w here I was met by a G erm an 
doctor w earing a pith helm et. He took 
me on a short flight in a single-engine 
plane to a grassy airstrip near Lam ba- 
rene, w here we transferred to a native 
dugout canoe. F rom there, in tropical 
heat that reached 115 degrees, we pad- 
died upriver. Besides the doctor and 
myself, there were six oarsm en, all 
wearing bandages on various parts of 
their bodies. They were lepers w ho co n ­ 
tributed their efforts to repay 
Dr. 
Schw eitzer for treating them . 
W e had to paddle upstream about a 
mile past the clinic, which was on the 
other side. T hen we cut across the river, 
paddling like m ad against the current. 
As we approached the hospital, I could 
see an old m an in a white outfit m oving 
slowly and deliberately down the hill. 
It was Dr. Schweitzer. 
T he next w eek was the most im pres­ 
sive of my life. I ate every meal with 
Dr. Schw eitzer and his staff in the com ­ 
bination recreation hall-dining room . 
A fter each evening meal, Dr. Schw eit­ 
zer and I spent an hour or m ore talking. 
The 
first 
night, 
after 
he 
talked 
about half an hour, he was very tired. 
N o w onder. H e’d gotten up at six 
o ’clock in the m orning, as he did every 
day. I told him that I feared I was ta k ­ 
ing too m uch of his time and suggested 
we continue o u r discussion the next 
m orning. D r. Schw eitzer said, "N ein ,” 
and then added, “ I am very old and you 
are very young. Y ou have lots of tim e 
left. I d o n ’t.” 
W hat im pressed me most, and w hat 
influenced m e so m uch, was the D oc­ 
to r’s total preoccupation with his w ork, 
his lack o f interest in any luxury, his 


passion for people and his ability to 
m ake the m ost out of every m om ent of 
the day. His appreciation of tim e itself 
was fantastic. 
M ost people who are in show busi­ 
ness, actors in particular, are involved 
in charities and give m any hours of 
tim e. They do benefits, give money, 
lend their nam es. But because most 
charities have large national offices, 
there is often som ething im personal 
about 
them . 
After 
w atching 
Dr. 
Schw eitzer I decided I wanted to create 
som ething for which I was solely re­ 
sponsible, som e worthwhile project that 
depended on my energy. It was the 
D octor’s preoccupation with youth that 
spawned the idea that eventually led to 
the H ugh O ’Brian Foundation, which is 
dedicated to seeking out,.stim ulating 
and rew arding the leadership potential 
in young people. 
Every year I sponsor a leadership 
sem inar attended by about 70 boys and 
girls, at least one from each state, plus

to learn about space. In 1974 it was a 
leadership 
sem inar on 
government, 
held in W ashington, D.C. 
Dr. Schweitzer, who gave up a lucra­ 
tive practice when he went to Africa, 
and who inspired other doctors and 
nurses to do the same, also convinced 
me that I should put something back 
into the profession that gave me so 
much. T h at’s why I started the yearly 
acting aw ards at UCLA. 
These are but a couple of the m ore 
easily described results of my pilgrim-

T here is always a different them e to 
these w eeklong sem inars. In 1968, for 
instance, it was to teach the basic prin­ 
ciples of the dem ocratic process. H alf 
of the boys and girls went to the D em o­ 
cratic convention in C hicago. The other 
half to the Republican convention in 
M iam i. In 1969 they attended a sem i­ 
nar on oceanography in M iam i. From

age to Dr. Schweitzer. There were other 
benefits. 
W hen I first becam e successful in 
Hollywood, it was easy to be part of 
the “ Hollywood scene”-b ig house, ex­ 
pensive cars, the works. After 1 cam e 
back from A frica I began to see that I 
could live com fortably w ithout being 
a status symbol. Today I am satisfied 
with my 1963 convertible. I have a 
house that is com fortable, but not ex­ 
actly luxurious. I have a part-tim e 
housekeeper and a secretary who conies 
in when I need her. 
“1 im e,” Dr. Schweitzer said, "is the 
gilt of life. Use it carefully.” '! suddenly 
found m ore time for my aunts, who 
were getting older, for my brother and 
his family. I spent m ore time alone. I 
haven’t exactly becom e a herm it, but 
where at one time I couldn't appreciate 
an evening without a girl-w hen a re­ 


lationship was m eaningless unless it was 
physical-I now see a lot of girls who 
are just good friends. 
Even my attitude tow ard marriage 
has changed. If I had not met Dr. 
Schweitzer, if I had not learned how 
devoted he and his wife were to each 
other, I w ould probably have gotten 
m arried a long tim e ago and just as 
probably w ould have divorced not 
once, but m aybe several tim es. Now I 
realize what a m arriage is really meant 
to be, and I am determ ined not to make 
that perm anent com m itm ent unless I 
find a w om an w ithout w hom I simply 
can’t live. T h a t’s the kind of com pan­ 
ionship I’m still looking for and still 
believe I will find. So if I haven’t made 
a girl happy by now, at least I haven’t 
made a girl unhappy either. 1 think that 
is some kind of achievem ent. 
Dr. Schw eitzer’s religion has lety a 
m ark on me, too. As a child I used to 
go to church regularly, but I enjoyed it 
mostly because of the association with 
my parents and with other kids. It was 
a social sort of thing. Since I met Dr. 
Schweitzer 1 have becom e m ore aware 
of the soul, of the force called G od, of 
a life-giving energy. It is hard to de­ 
scribe. but religion m eans m ore to me 
now than before. 
W hen I stepped into the dugout 
canoe for the trip back dow nriver, Dr. 
Schweitzer cam e to the w ater’s edge. 
His last advice to me was that I should 
do w hatever I could to m otivate young 
people; to try to do w hatever I could as 
an individual, no m atter how small, be­ 
cause he firmly believed that individu­ 
als could eventually m ove m ountains.

When first introducing cereals, it s a 
qood idea to make the mixture quite soupy 
(4 or 5 tablespoons of milk or formula to 
1 tablespoon of cereal). As baby gets used 
to the mixture, you can gradually make 
the cereal thicker. 


Time for variety. Your baby’s interest 
in food at 6 months is likely to be higher 
than it will be at one year, so this is an 
ideal time to introduce him to a variety 
of foods. 
Let your baby try one new food at a 
time. Small portions at first, then gradu­ 
ally increase the serving. And if you serve 
the new food at the beginning of a meal, 
when he’s hungry, he’ll probably be more 
ready to accept it.

Work for a balanced daily diet, in­ 
cluding milk and milk products;

other protein foods; vegetables and fruits, 
cereals. 
Feeding tips. Should you heat the 
baby food? Unless your baby likes it that 
way, it's not necessary. Try warming vege- 
tables and meat, serve fruit and dessert at 
room or refrigerator temperature, rruit 
juices should not be heated; it might 
destroy the Vitam in C.

loyd Bentsen does not believe in 
playing coy. Barely past the half- 


1 way mark of a freshman term in 
the U.S. Senate, the tall, tanned Texan 
looks, talks and acts like a presidential 
candidate. He even has a $365,000 
campaign treasury to nurse the in­ 
clination. 
“Am I testing the waters?” he tells 
those who ask him. “Sure I am. 
Would I like to be President of the 
United States? You bet!” 
It is a dream that most Washington 
insiders would have hooted at three and 
a half years ago when the 53-year-old 
Democrat entered the Senate with a 
reputation as an arch-conservative. But 
no one is laughing these days. The 
advance notices were quickly cast 
aside when Bentsen began lining up 
against Senate filibusters and even sup­ 
porting end-the-war legislation. Hard 
work, moderate political stances and a 
striking ability to get opposing camps 
together mark his style. 
Bentsen—whose wife is called B.A. 
(for Beryl A n n ) -w as first elected to 
the House back in 1948 at age 27. He 
was the youngest freshman in that class, 
thanks to a campaign that openly bor­ 
rowed its slogans from John F. Ken­ 
nedy’s first congressional race two years 
earlier. The energetic Texan served 
three terms as a protege of Speaker Sam 
Rayburn (D -Texas), then went back 
home, where he made himselt a Hous­ 
ton millionaire as head of a financial 
conglomerate called Lincoln ( onsoli- 
dated He decided to run for the Sen­ 
ate in 1970 because “I want to be 
remembered for something besides 
my bank balance.” 


The reentry began with a bruising 
primary 
battle 
against 
the 
liberal 
Democratic incumbent, Ralph Yar­ 
borough. Bentsen, a close associate of 
Lyndon B. Johnson and John B. Con- 
nally from earlier days, won narrowly, 
but the campaign, he confesses wryly, 
left many voters thinking of him as 
“somewhere to the right of Attila the 
Hun.” 
Headed back to Washington, Bentsen 
hired a consulting firm at his own ex­ 
pense to study some of the most 
smoothly run Senate offices and help 
him organize his own. It is regarded as 
a model of efficiency. 
Bentsen woke up the Senate estab-

lishment in 1972, when he led the fight 
against a speedup of the Trident sub­ 
marine system and did his homework 
so well that he very nearly won. More 
recently, he won high marks for his 
work in getting pension-reform legisla­ 
tion through the Senate, where it had 
been bogged down for years in a juris­ 
dictional squabble between rival com­ 
mittees. Those who worked with Bent­ 
sen say his grasp of the technicalities of 
pensions was amazing. 
Liberals still regard Bentsen warily. 
He hotly opposes school busing. He 
helped fight off a “windfall profits tax” 
on oil companies. But Senate elders are 
highly impressed. “When we re up 
against him, we know we have to 
work,” says Senate GOP leader 
Hugh Scott. ‘‘He’s a heavyweight.”

Mike 
Mansfield has been speaking of 
Bentsen as presidential timber for 
months. 
Bentsen is still a very dark hprse. 
A Harris poll in January indicated 
that no more than two percent of the 
nation’s Democratic voters know 
who he is. But that doesn’t bother 
Lloyd Bentsen It’s the same percentage 
that Texans gave him in 1970 when he 
first announced his candidacy for the 
U.S. Senate.
